The result of these investigations has 
convinced me that a yery considerable traf- 
fic, indeed, can, if proper means are used, 
be carried on between Canada and the oth 
er Provinces,—to be, of course, very consid- 
erably enlarged as soon as their Confedera- 
tion is actually accomplished, 

Oxe great difficulty which haa hitherto 
existed in regard to the development of this 
trade, has been the want of proper means 
of communication; and it ia quite evident 
no lerge amount of trade can be secured 
until this want is supplied, 

Obylously the most important means of 
comnrunication, and the one calculated to 
develop the trade to the Jargest extent, 
would be the construction of a Line of Rail- 
way connecting all parta of Canada with 
the yarious Provinces ; but as it 18 impossi- 
ble, for a considerable time to come, to get 
that into practical operation, it becomes 
necewary in the meantime, to adopt other 
modes of conveyance. 

The principal Ports of the Lower Pro- 
yinces which receive the largest amounts in 
imports, aré: in New Branswick, St. Joho; 
in Noya Scotia, Halifax; in Prince Edward 
Island, Charlottetown; and in Newfound- 
land, St. Johns. The securing, therefore, 
of direct rapid ineans of communication be- 
tween Canada and those points will haye 
the effect, until such time as the Railway is 
completed, of supplying a want without 
which trade cannot be properly developed.

New Brunswick, from its position, and 
the fact that the city of St. John takes the 
largest amount of importations, must, until 
the Railway is built, be served in the way 
have named, viz: by way of Portland ; and, 
in my opinion, this must be the case in re- 
gard to Halifax ulso. The length of time 
occupied by the Gulf route is considerable, 
and, of course, is only available for less than 
seven months in the year. During the lat- 
ter part of the season, when the largest 
amount ‘of produce! seeks conveyance, the 
diffleulty of navigating the Gulf is the 
greatest, and the rates of insurance become 
so high as to make a considerable addition 
to the cost of transportation, 

Another reason also operates in the same 
way. ‘The merchants of the Lower Ports, 
owing to the necessity of getting in their 
supplies at certain seasons of the yeur, have 
been compelled to lock up a considerable 
amount of capital, by having always large 
stocks on hand at certain periods of the 
year, 

The necessity for this will, of coufse, no 
longer exist, ad soon as constant means of 
communication are supplied, enabling mer- 
chants to order what’ they want by tele- 
graph at short notice, and thus avoiding the 
loss by ‘storage and other contingencies 
which are necessitated when large stocks 
have to be kept on hand. 

Prince Edward (Island will proba- 
bly be mainly supplied, so far as they draw 
their supplies from Canada, by water trom 
Quebec and Montreal; but Newfoundland, 
from its proximity to Halifax, willin all 
probability, to a Targe extent at any rato, 
be supplied in future from that place. 

Sinco the abrogation of the Reciprocity 
Treaty the Province of New Brunswick has 
not altered its policy in regard to the im- 
portation of flour, which both from the 
United States and Canada is now, as before, 
admitted into the Province free of duty, In 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island the 
Jawa which were in force before the Reci- 
Treaty was negotiated have beon 
J,and there is now 4 duty upon Unit- 
cd States flour imported into those Pro 
vinces of 26 cts. a barrel,=-flour from Cana: 
da in both Provinces being free of duty, In 
Newfoundland, where their supplies for 
a groat many yours have beon drawn almost 
wholly from the United States, a duty since 
the abrogation of the Reelprocity ‘Treaty 
has beon imposed of 18. Od, a barrel upon 
flour, no matter from whence imported, 

Aas regards Nova Scotia and Princo Kd- 
ward Island, there i# therefore a dise 
ating duty in favor of Canada of cl. a 
barrel; and when in addition to this it ia 
remembered that the duty which the Am. 
erlcan Goyernment now imposes’ Upon 
wheat imported from Canada adds, of 
cours, to the cost of the article from which 
flour is manufactured, this fet, added to 
tho great cost of all descriptions of labour 
in tho United States, must render the price 
of flour in that country in future frentor 
than it bas been in the past, 

Thore can be no doubt, thorefure, tlint as 
rogurds all the Lower Provinces, the price 
of flour must, from natural causes, so long 
as the present polloy of the United Statew 
in continued, bo cheaper in Montreal than 
in New York ov Boston, rendering it, of 
course, of advantage to consumers in thona 
Provinces to buy in the marketa of Canada, 
rather than those of the United States ; and 
vo far av the Provinces of Nova Scotin and 
Princo Rdward Island aro concerned, this 
ia made atill more #o by tho differential da.

It follows, therefore, if proper means of 
communication are proviteds and cnergy 
displayed by the merchants of Canada, that 
the Lower Provinces will offer a market for 
the great bulk of the surplus flour that Cu- 
nada lias to export, 

The duties now imposed: by the United 
States upon the importations of Breadstufls 
from Canada, and Ain Great cost of all their 
manufacturing operations, render it certain 
that the comparatively lighter taxed coun- 
try of Canada will be able to produce what 
the Lower Provinces require at much less 
prices than can possibly be the case with 
the United States, 

Of the importations of flour into New 
Brunswick, not fur short of 200,000 bbls. 
are taken at the port of St, John alone, and 
from that place & véry large portion of the 
Province is supplied, eapeclatly that part of 
it tributary to the River St. John, which is 
the most populous and best settled portion 
of the country. 

Between 20 and 30,000 barrels of flour 
find their way to the Gulf ports, as’ ‘far 
down as Shediac, and the remainder of the 
importations into New Brunswick go to St.

Thier ‘can be no earthly reason whatever, 
why with proper energy on the part of our 
merchants, New Brunswick should not find 
it to be to her interest to make her pur- 
chases in the marketsof Canada rather than 
in those of the United States. The rate of 
taxation in thelatter country, and the reat 
coat of everything, have 40 Leealy increas- 
ed ‘the price of all articles of commerce,that 
it is question that'cannot admit of doubt, 
thatCanada, that ia comparatively so light- 
ly taxed, and will) it is to be hoptd, im- 
prove in this respect hereafter, ought to be

-As I have already stat- 
ed, T have completed arrangements with

on the line of the Grand Trunk Railway 
having no necessity to look after thie trans; 
fer at Portland, that being done, as well as 
the Customs business, by the officers of the 
Company. St, Andrews and St, Stephens 
will always be supplied fron: Portland by 
sailings vessels, which can always be obtain- 
ed without difficulty, and through; bills-of- 
lading will be given to those places also. 

Of the importations of flour into New 
Branswick, the great bulk has been for 
some yeurs back from the United States ; 
although, even before the abrogation of the 
Reciprocity Treaty, the quantity sent from 
Canada has been annually increasing. Thus 
T find in the year 1868 St, John received 
from Canada by way of Portland 9000 bar- 
rela; in 1864, 15,000 barrels; whilst during 
the last twelve months the quantity has in- 
creased to 47,000 barrels. 

Tf this has been the case before the abro- 
gation of the Reciprocity Treaty, it follows, 
as 4 matter about which there can be little 
dispute. that the circumstances which now 
exist will make it certain that nearly the 
whole supply will in fature be drawo from 
Canada.

On one occasion sickness prevailed in» 
family, which failed to obtain relief from 
any of the various remedies administered 
but upon one of the panes of glass being 
pie ae os repaired, an immediate 

hprovyemen’ ecame Appa! 
ultimate good health. Earning ic 

Ih a fishing town in Cornwall, England, 
Some of the houses in the narrow streets 
Were in such a condition from the negli- 
gence of those who occupied them, that 
the sanitary inspector considered it neces- 
fary to require the inmates to remove into 
&n open field, many of whom, were already 
sick of cholera ; they iinmediately began 
to improve. Meanwhile the houses were 
Cleaned out, swept, washed, and then 
thoroughly whitewashed; but no sooner 
had the families moved in, than the disease 
began to spread and assuine a more malig- 
nant character; the people ‘Were again re- 
moved to the field, to. sléep and cook and 
eat in the open air, when the same prompt 
improvement in their condition was mani- 
fested. It seemed that although the houses 
Were cleansed, the yards and lens 
around had been recipients of offal of vari- 
‘ous kinds so long that thé yery earth was 
saturated with the elements of disease. - 

Cases are recorded in standard medical 
books, where whole familiés haye been 
stricken with disease in a Tew days and ex- 
amination discovered that the house drains 
had given away, and emptied themselves 
pocally into the well trom which the fami- 
ly derived allits supplies of drinking and 
cooking water.

That by the 88th paragraph of 
the resolutions ofthis House, passed on the 8rd 
day of February, 1865, for presenting an hum- 
ble address to Her Majesty, that she may be 
graciously pleased to cause a measure to be sub- 
mitted to the Imperial Parliament for the pur- 
pose of uniting the colonies—Canada, Nova Sco- 
tia, New Bronswick, Newfoundland and Prince 
Edward Island in one government, with provi- 
sions based on the resolutions which were adopt- 
ed ata conference of delgates from the said 
colonies, held at the city of Quebec on the 10th 
of October, 1864; it is provided that for cach of 


styled Licut, Governor, who shall be appointed 
by the Governor General in Connell under the 
provinces during pleasure; 
such pleasure not to be exercised before the 
piration of the first flve years except for cau: 
to be communicated in writing to the Lieuten-

Srd. The great seal of each province of Low- 
er Cunada and Upper Canada shall be the same, 
design in each of the sald pro- 
vinces as that used in the said proyinces reapec- 
tively, at the time of the existing union until 
altered by the local government. 

4th. That there shall be a local legislature for 
Lower Canada, composed of two chambers to 
be called the legislative assembly of Lower Ca- 
nada, 

That there sball be a local legislature for 
Upper Canada which shall consist of one cham- 
ber to be called the legislative assembly of Up- 
per Canada, 

Oth. That the legislative council of Lower 
Canada shall be composed of twenty-four mem- 
bers to be appointed by the crown under the 
vroat seal of the local government, who shall 
hold office during life, but if any’ legislative 
councillor shall, for two consecutive sessions of 
parliament, fail'to give his attendance to aald 
council his seat shall thereby become vacant.

Children in England Iron Mills, 


SAD STORIE OF BUPPRRING 


A correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette 
who has visited some of the iron furnaces 
in the “black country” of Staffordshire and 
Worcestershire, tells these sad stories; 

“Tn the mills and forges boys of all ages, 
from cight and upwards, may be found, 
amid the labyrinth of machinery and the 
coils of heated iron, engaged by day and 
night in tugging long, red hot seething 
bars, Their activity is very great, owing 
to the nature of their work, which requires 
rapidity of movement,and contrasts strange- 
ly with their otherwise jaded and worn ap- 
pearance, In addition to the labor of drag- 
ging along iron, each of these little fellows 
hna to run, in short stages, a distance of 
more than eleven miles a day, in an oppres- 
sive atmosphere, thick with dust and steam. 
Owing to the quick and uncertain ioye- 
ments of the hot iron bara in their passage 
through successive rolls before haying time 
to cool, the occupation of these boys is at- 
tended with some danger, a serious burn 
being an almost every day occurrence, 

“Standing in the midst of an extensive 
forge u few years ago I was alarmed by a 
cry of terror atthe further end of the works. 
‘There was a general rush to the spot, and I 
shall never forget the horrible and sicken- 
ing sight that met our yiew. A large rod 
of seething iron in coming from the rolls 
had somehow twisted aside, and had liter- 
ally plerced throngh the body of a little 
fellow some tén yeara old. For a while 
the rour of machinery was suspended, and 
two or three brawny puddlers carried 
the hapless creature home; but when 
the first thrill of horror had passed away 
the wheels were again set in motion and all 
Went on as before. 


“The lives of the boys are almost entirely 
Spent in the forges, except the hours allow- 
ed for sleep, They have their meals there, 
and in the snatches of leisure it is their 
playground. In most of the works is the 
arm or basin of a canal, the water of which 
is kept in a state of chronic fever, and in 
which, despite ite inky color, they (elight 
to bathe; both In winter and summer. So 
constant are they in their ablutions that 
they often come ont parboiled, like « wash- 
erwoman’s thumb, — Some of the proprie- 
tors of these works have proyided night- 
schools for the instruction of the children 
in their employ; but aaa rule, thoy are in 
mind and body alike nelected, and the 
densest ignorance prevails. . They haye no 
home training, most of their homes being 
locked up all day, the parents and all the 
children being out at work, and returning 
home fatigued at night, nothing but bed or 
a cateuaal in the Fox and Dragon is accept- 
able, 

“Returning home late one evening, I saw 
two little children, a boy and a girl, lying 
asleep upon a door step, which proyedto be 
that of theirownhome, On awaking them 
they told me they were waiting for their 
mother to come out of the neighboring 
tavern and open the door, They had no 
father, and had been hard at work all day, 
The boy worked ina forge, the girl in a 
foundry, and the mother in a japanning 
factory, and though thus separated all day 
there seemed to be no bond of affection to 
bind them when tliey met together. 

“West cf Dudley is a strange wild region 
known as the ‘nailing district,’ composed 
of scattered hamlets, to all the houses of 
which is attached what appears to the 
stranger to be a blacksmith’s shop. The 
manufacture of wrought iron nails has been 
for u century or'more the great’ staple in- 
dustry of the district. It is carried on by 
the nnilers) in their own houses.

of women and young children assume a 
more objectionable form than in this, The 
Women seem to have lost all traces of the 
modesty of their sex, and from childhood 
fire addicted to swearing, smoking—resem- 
bling as far as possible the other sex in 
their habits and deportment even to the 
Wearing of their coarse flannel jackets. They 
mostly marry very young, often at fourteen 
4nd seldom later than eighteen or twenty, 
With such women for mothers, it is not 
difficult to judge of their children. From 
tenderest ages, often from five or six years, 
they ure trained for that round of labour 
in which their lives are doomed to be spent. 
The first stage is blowing the’ bellows, and 
next they ‘are taught to forge the smaller 
kinds of nails. 


“The hours of labour are dreadfully pro 
longed, often exceeding sixteen hours ‘a 
day ; the rate of rémuneration is very low, 
and the homes are consequently wretched- 
ly poor. Entering one of them lately, I saw 
the father, mother, and eight sons and 
daughters, all toiling in a small, ill yentil- 
ated hovel. It was growing late inthe ev- 
ening, and I enquired, “Ts itnot time to 
ease your day's work?’ ‘Oh, noa, maistér, 
rejoined the mother, ‘we’ye'a noit’s werk 
iforus yet, or’ there'll ‘be no break o! the 
louf o’ Sunday.” It was Friday night, and 
it was, u8 I learnt, a practice to work from 
Friday morning to Saturday afternoon, 
haying moro than short snatches of rest for 
meals, While I lingered, a little fellow, 
who could not have been more than eight, 
fell from his work apparently exhausted, 
bur his father,on obserying it, threw at him 
4 hammer handle, telling him with an oath 
to recommence his work. He took no part 
in our yurdation, having, like hia two 
eldoat danghters, a short pipe in his month 
which seemed to him and them ‘the calu- 
met of peace? 

“This is by no means a solitary case, 
Hanidreds of such instances are to be found 
of little boys and girls, just ererged from 
babyhood, ill-fed, ill-clothed, and. over- 
worked, trained amid yulgarity and yico, 
and in the densest gloom of ignorance, 
Were it not fur Sunday schoola fanuader 
to think of the future of these hapless 
children, Their lives could only be com: 
pees with those of the *heatben in hia 
plindneas,’ on whose behalf Exter Hall is 
pleading 80 cloquently during this montn 
of May. I visited a Sunday school in the 
midat of tho nniling districta fow Sundays 
ago, and found thore a multitude of these 
little ‘Christivn savages.’ They were lusti 
ly. singing a hymn as Tontored, which is 
yery popular in tho district, rathor, I sua 
Pes because it goes to a lively tune than 

many of the'childron can heartily 
late the sentiment of the words:

IMPORTANT DECISION IN REFERENCE T0 BALE 
OF WILD LANDS. 


Wepnespay, June 27th, 

Before Vice-Chancellor Mowat 

BRAGGS V8, LEDYARD. 

Judgment,—This cause was heard before 
me at London, on the 18th April, 1866,— 
The bill in the cause was filed on the 25th 
May, 1865, and relates to a parcel of land 
in Epniskillen, which was sold for taxes on 
or about the 27th October, 1868, and con- 
veyed to the defendant, ua the purchaser, 
on the 16th February, 1865, The pur- 
chase-money was $144 78. This, I may 
observe, was nota sixth part of the value 
of the property at the time, as appears 
from the defendant’s own deposition,— 
Afterwards, and before he got his deed, he 
appears to have valued the land at more 
than twelve times what he had paid, and 
Within two months after getting his deed 
he admits having valued it at twenty-five 
times its cost, The plaintiffs haye entered 
into no other evidence as to value. The 
bill states that the lot belonged to one 
Wm. Knagga, of Etobicoke, that he died 
intestate in 1858—that the plaintiffs are 
his heirs, and that they had no notice of 
the sale in question until after the Sheriffs 
deed was executed, This title of the 
plaintiffs is for the present purpose admit- 
ted on the part of the defendant, The lot 
is a wild lot, of which none js in actual 
possession. The objectof the suit is to set 
aside the sale as invalid. The bill insista 
on several grounds of objection to the sale, 
As to most of, them there was no evidence 
on vither side, each party insisting that the 
onus of proof was on the other, and if the 
case had turned on these objections, I think 
it would be my duty to give to the party 
whom I should decide to bein default, an 
oppurtunity (on payment of costs) of sup- 
plying the necessary evidence on a’ new 
hearing of the cause, or in some otber way. 
But my opinion being in fayor of the 
plaintiff on an objection in regard to which 
the evidence is full and clear, 7 shall pass 
by the objection without further obserya- 
tion. 

The sule was of 185 acres, part of a lot of 
200 acres, the taxes in arrear being in res- 
pect of the whole lot, and the bill alleges 
that.the Sheriff, in making the sale, did 
not designate whut particular part of the 
‘lot he offered for sale; that at the time of 
the defendant being declared the purchaser, 
it was not ascertained where the parcel of 
185 acres was situated, or, how the same 
should be known or clescribed, and that 
the Sheriffs certificate did not properly 
describe the portion sold. The truth of 
these statements is established by the de- 
fendant's depositions, and the production 
of the Sheriff's certificate given to the de- 
fendant at the time of'sale, ' The defendant 
says in his disposition :—“ The Sheriff did 
not specify what part of these lots was be- 
ing sold I first learned what part of the lot 
IT was getting when I got my deed, * * 
Nothing whatever was said at the sale as 
to the part of the lot [had purchased. I 
left it to the Sheriff to give me what part 
of the lot he thought fit.” 

The certificate merely says The weat 
front of lot No, 81 inthe 2nd con., of the 
township of Enniskillen,” that isto say, 185 
acres thereof. 

Now, there was plainly no sale, and 
could be no salo, of any particular part un, 
til that part was designated, and, as it is 
confessed, that this was not done until after 
ged sale, an element essential to the 
of the transaction was wanting— 
(Vide Templeton y, Levell, 10 Gr: 210, 

Thave no doubt whatever that the inten 
tion of the Logislature was that the Sheriff 
should let biddera know what part he is 
aclling and they are buying...

Mr, Banks appears to be a sort of Legis-

BAD STORIS OF SUFFERING 


A correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette 
who has visited some of the iron furnaces 
in the “black country” of Staffordshire and 
Worcestershire, tells these sad stories: 

“Tn the mills and forges boys of all ages, 
from oight and upwards, may be tound, 
amid the labyrinth of machinery and the 
coils of heated iron, engaged by day and 
night in tugging long, red hot seething 
bars. ‘'Thoir activity is wery great, owing 
to the nature of their work, which requires 
rapidity of moyoment,and contrasta strange- 
ly with their otherwise jaded and worn ap- 
pearance, In addition to the labor of drag- 
ging along iron, each of these little fellows 
has to run, in short stages, a distance of 
more than eleven miles a day, in an oppres- 
sive atmosphere, thick with dust and steam, 
Owing to the quick and uncertain moye- 
ments of the hot iron bara in their passage 
through successive rolls before haying time 
to cool, the occupation of these boys is at- 
tended with some danger, a serious burn 
Deing an almost every day occurrence, 

“Standing in the midst of an extensive 
forge a few years ago I was alarmed by a 
cry of terror atthe farther end of the works, 
There was a general rush to the spot, and I 
sball never forget the horrible and sicken- 
ing sight that met our yiew. A large rod 
of seething iron in coming, from the rolls 
had somehow twisted aside, and had liter- 
ally pierced throngh the body of « little 
fellow some tén years old. Fora while 
the rour of machinery was suspended, and 
two or three brawny puddlers carried 
the hapless’ creature home; but when 
the first thrill of horror had passed away 
the wheels were again set in motion and all 
went on as before, 


“The lives of the boys are almost entirely 
Spent in the forges, except the hours allow- 
ed for sleep. They have their meals there, 
and in the snatches of leisure it is their 
playground. In most of the works ia the 
arm or basin of a canal, the water of which 
is kept in a state of chronic fever, and in 
which, despite ita inky color, they (lelight 
to bathe; both in winter and summer. So 
constant are they in their ablutions that 
they often come out parboiled, like « wash- 
erwoman’s thumb. — Some of the proprie-

And with her little spending money she 
bought packages of pretty picture cards,

EPrThe Hanoverian Government has 
shipped the Crown jewls together with a 
large amount of specie to England. 


The boy worked ina forge, the girl in a 
foundry, and the mother ina japanning 
factory, and though thus separated all day 
there seemed to be no bond of affection to 
bind them when they met together. 


“West cf Dudley is a strange wild region 
known as the ‘nailing district,’ composed 
of scattered hamlets, to all the houses of 
which is attached what appears to the 
stranger to be a blacksmith’s shop. The 
maniifacture of wrought iron nails has been 
for a century or more the great’ staple in- 
dustry of the district. It is carried on by 
the nailers' in their own housed. In few 
trades of the district does the employment 
of Women and young children assume a 
more objectionable form than in this, The 
Women seem to have lost all traces of the 
modesty of their sex, and from childhood 
fire addicted to swearing, smoking-—resem- 
bling as far as possible the other sex in 
their habits and deportment even to the 
Wearing of their coarse flannel jackets. They 
mostly marry yery young, often at fourteen 
and seldom later than eighteen or twenty, 
With such women for mothers, 8 not 
difficult to judge of their children. From 
tenderest ages, often from tive or six years, 
they are trained for that round of labour 
in which their lives ure doomed to be Spent. 
The first stave is blowing the bellows, and 
hext they aré taught to forge the smaller 
kinds of nails. 


“The hours of labour are dreadfully pro 
longed, often exceeding sixteen hours a 
day ; the rate of rémuneration is very low, 
and the homes are consequently wretched- 
ly poor. Entering one of them lately, I saw 
the father, mother, and eight sons and 
daughters, all toiling in a small, ill ventil- 
ated hovel. | It wis growing late in the éy- 
ening, and I enquired, “Is it not time to 
gease your day’s work ?’ ‘Oh, nos, maister,’ 
rejoined the mother, ‘we've a noit’s werk 
for us yet, or there'll be no break’o! the 
louf o!

Hundreds of such instances are to be found 
of little boys and girls, just emerged from 
babyhood, ill-fed, ill-clothed, and over- 
worked, trained amid yulgarity and 
and in the densest gloom of ignorance, 
Were it not for Sunday schoola I shudder 
to think of the future of these hapless 
children, ‘Their lives could only be com- 
pone with those of the ‘heathen in hia 
dlindneas,’ on whose bohalf Exter Hall is 
pleading a0 cloquently during this montn 
of May.

Court of Chancery. 
IMPORTANT DECISION IN REFERENCE TO SALE 
OF WILD LANDS. 


Wepwespay, June 27th, 

Before Vice-Chancellor Mowat 

WNAGGS Vs, LEDYARD. 

Judgment.—This cause was heard before 
me at London, on the 18th April, 1866,— 
The bill in the cause was filed on the 25th 
May, 1865, and relates to a parcel of land 
in Enniskillen, which was sold for taxes on 
or about the 27th October, 1868, and con- 
veyed to the defendant, ua the purchaser, 
on the 16th February, 1865, The pur- 
chase-money was $144 78. This, I may 
observe, was not a sixth part of the value 
of the property at the time, as appears 
from the defendant’s own deposition,— 
Afterwards, and before he got his deed, he 
appears to have valued the land at more 
than twelve times what he had paid, and 
within two months after getting his deed 
he admits having valued it at twenty-five 
times its cost, The plaintiffs have entered 
into no other evidence as to value, The 
bill states that the lot belonged to one 
Wm. Knaggas, of Etobicoke, that he died 
intestate in 1858—that the plaintiffs are 
his heirs, and that they had no notice of 
the sale in question until after the Sheriffs 
deed was executed, This title of the 
plaintiffs is for the present purpose admit- 
ted on the part of the defendant, The lot 
is a wild lot, of which none is in actual 
possession, The objectof the suit is to set 
aside the sale asinvalid. The bill insists 
‘on several grounds of objection to the sale. 
As to most of, them there was no evidence 
on vither side, each party insisting that the 
onus of proof was on the other, and if the 
case had turned on these objections, I think 
it would be my duty to give to the party 
whom I should decide to bein default, an 
oppurtunity (on payment of costs) of sup- 

lying the necessary evidence on a’ new 
learing of the cause, or in some otber way. 
But my opinion being in fayor of the 
plaintiff on an objection in regard to which 
the evidence is fall and clear, T shall pass 
by the objection without further obserya- 
tion. 

The sule was of 185 acres, part of a lot of 
200 acres, the taxes in arrear being in res- 
pect of the whole lot, and the bill alleges 
that.the Sheriff, in making the sale, did 
not designate what particular part of the 
lot he offered for sale; that at the time of 
the defendant being declared the purchaser, 
it was not tained where the parcel of 
185 acres was situated, or, how the same 
should be known or «lescribed, and that 
the Sheriffs certificate did not ibe aathy 
describe the portion sold, The truth of 
these statements is established by the de- 
fendant’s depositions, and the production 
of the Sheriff's certificate given to the de- 
fendant at the time of sale, » The defendant 
says in his dispositio The Sheriff did 
not specify what part of these lots was be- 
ing sold I first learned what part of the lot 
T was getting when I got my deed, * * 
Nothing whatever was said at the sale as 
to the part of the lot [ had purchased. I 
left it to the Sheriff to give me what part 
of the lot he thought fit.” 

The certificate merely says “The west 
front of lot No. 81 in the 2nd con,, of the 
township of Enniskillen,” that is to say, 185 
acres thereof, 

Now, there was plainly no sale, and 
could be no salo, of any particular part uns 
til that part was designated, and, as it is 
confessed, that this was not done until after 
the alleged sale, an element essential to the 
validity of the transaction was wanting— 
[Vide Templeton vy, Levell, 10 Gr: 216; 

Thave no doubt whatever that the in | 
tion of the Logislatire was that the Sherilf | 
should let biddera know what part he is 
selling and they are buying. This is the 
reasonable course, and I flac in the statute 
no trace whatever of an oppomte having 
been contemplated. 

The 187 sec. of the Act (28 Vio, ch. 55), 
provides that “the Sheriff shall sell, by 
public auction,so much of the land as may be 
sufficient to discharge the taxes,&o, Selling 
in preference auch part as he may consider 
it most for the advantage of the owners to 
sell first. 

To soll so many nerea to be thereafter 
solected by the Sheriff cannot be supposed 
to have been the intention of the enactment, 
Formerly a uniform method was provided 
by statute, ascertaining the portion to be 
sold, leaving thie Sherif nd discretion in the 
matter, The directions of the Sheriff were 
then as followa;—' Ho shall begin at the 
front angle, on that side from where the 
lots are numbered and measure backwards, 
taking # proportion of the width corres: 
ponding in quantity with the proportion of 
such particular lob’ in regard to its length 
and breadth according to quantity required 
to make the sum domunded.’ U, ©. 6, 
Geo, doh, 7, seo, 18, 

Thin method can only be applicable when 
but a small portion of tho lot is sold. To 
soll of in thts manner 185 acres out of 200 
would bo absurd; ‘Phe possibility of soll 
log so disproportionate w part, I presume 
was not in the mind of the Legislature at 
that early porlod. In some cases. the old 
method may still be the best, Whenever 
the Sioriff considors that it would be more 
to the advantage of the owner that somo 
other part of the lot should be sold he ia 
now authorized and required to sell that

nouncoment at all of the part liv ia selling, 
ho seems clearly to fallin the duty w hich 
belongs to tho conduct of such sales, Tho 


148th section of the prosont Act (U. O. Cone

He cannot exercise these powers if the 
pert he lins purchased is not designated, 
or cannot exercise them without interfering 
with the owners rights in the remainder of 
the lot, 

If the express evidence afforded by these 
sections of the statute had been less strong 
than it is,the'general principles of the court 
of Chancery in regard to trustees’ agents for 
sale, would, I think, be sufficient to reach 
tho case, It is well settled that these princi- 
ples apply to public officers as well us to 
Private trustees and agents, I think an 
objection like this is not removed by the 
statute of 1863, (Vic.ch. 19, sec, 4.) 

The sale must be set aside on the terms 
prayed. The plantiffs before sale having 
in vain endeayoured to induce the defen- 
dant to settle without a sale; I think that 
under all the circumstances of the case, 
they should have their costs, The defen- 
dant, Ledyard, must also pay the costs of

Prussian detachments were sent out to re-

‘The last of these detach- 
ments, between Britentust and Sandhubel, 
came Upon an Austrian regiment of hussars, 

The Prussian needle gun was very effective

THE FIRST BLOOD SHED AT BRUNSHAUSEN 
SURPRISE OF HANOVARIANS,

The first blood has been shed in this un 

righteous and unnatural civil war, On Sun- 
day evening « corps of eight hundred Prus 

siana’were embarked at Harburg on board 
the iron clad frigate Arminius and one of 
the river passenger steamers, and arrived 
off Branshausen at 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning, where they immediately landed, 
and nfter spiking the thirteen guns found 
in the fort, and destroying the earthworka 
forming the approaches, marched along the 
dykes to Stade, formerly a fortress of con

dated and untenantable condition. The 
greater part ¢ { the heavy guns and other 
materialof the artillery had been previous- 
ly withdrawn and sent into the interior of 
the country, #0 that there remained but # 
small garrison of only three hundred men 
who were certainly not in a position to re 

sist a selge or offer mach opposition to a 
superior force, Still they showed fight, 
and prepared to defend themaclyes when 
summoned to surrender; but the Prussians 
immediately fired a volley into them, kill 

ing and wounding «a few Hanovarians 
when tho commandant, perceiving the use. 
leasneas of further opposition, enpitulated 

and the Prussians took possession of the 
garrison, who, however, after being dia 

armed, were allowed to proceed to their 
respective homes, previously being obliged 
to give their parole not to fight against 
the Prussians during the rest of this un 

happy war. Prussian accounts of this 
transaction exult at the quantity of mili 

tary stores that have thus fallen into their 
hands, which is, however, denied by the 
Hanovarians.

Iu view of the difficulties with which the 
training of a large body of service militia 
in Canada ia invested, the Adjutant-Gener 
al recommends the. following :— 

1, That the service Militin Battalions as 
now existing on paper shall be officered by 
the appointments to the different grades of 
graduates of the Military Schools, 

2. That the captain of each company be 
ing supplied with a nominal roll of the men 
of hia company whose names are now borne 
on the ballot rolls should select with care 
from among them, eight of the most intel- 
ligent as the sergeants and corporals of his 
company, In each Battalion this should 
be done under the general superintendence 
of the Lieut,-Colonel, and in each wing of 
battalion under the particular superin- 
tendence of the Major of the wing. 

8. That the skeletons or cadres of the 
Battalion being thus completed, the whole 
of the officers and non-commissioned offi 
cera so appointed shall be assemoled dur 
ing thirty days in each year in camps of 
straction formed at convenient points in 
Upper and Lower Canada, 

4, That for the present the whole of the 
ballotted men of the Service Militia should 
be required to muster once a year at their 
respective Battalion Head Quarters under 
their officera and non commissioned - offi- 


By the adoption of the above measure, 
the whole force if called out for service 
could apsedlly acquire military organiza- 
tion and training.

yer, the latter two of which have been got 
rid of, In Italy, Milan aud Venice were 
given to Austria, and Sardinia was con- 
firmed to Piedmont; while the Dnchies of 
Tuscany, Parma, Modena and Placentia 
were recognized as sham independent soy- 
ereignties, governed by collateral branches 
of the Austrian Hapsburg Austria still 
further obtained possession of the Tyrol, 
Tilyria, and Dalmatia,  Prussia’s gains 
were enormous and unlike many of the 
Austrian, were acquisitiona of real power. 
With half of Saxony, nearly all Westphalia, 
Swedish Pomerania, and almost all the 
Lower Rhine Proyinces, she started ahead 
as arival of Austria far more formidable 
than before. In the North of Europe, 
Russia received Finland from Syeden; as 
a compensation for which Sweden received 
Norway, which was taken from Denmark ; 
and Denmark, who was not represented ut 
the Congress, got nothing in return. As 
to Poland, the three great partitioners 
made some fresh rectification of boun- 
daries, The innumerable small German 
States which had existed before the French 
revolution, and which had been what dip- 
lomatists called mediatized, or, 4s plain 
people call it, swamped, at the settling of 
the Bonapartist Confederation of the Rhine 
—these all remained swallowed up by their 
powerful neighbors. Holland haying 
ceded her German possessions, was consol- 
ed with the Belgian provinces and became 
a kingdom; and Switzerland remained 
much as before.

Vhe wars in Turkey, Italy, and Denmark,

There are some features in Davis Garret's 


In order to secure the largest quantity of 
yreen,succulent food,for the longest period, 
he depends on orchard grass, rye sown in 
the fall for carly spring cutting, and sown 
corn fodder 
sites he thinks he cannot profitably carry on 
the dairy business for either milk or butter. 
His practice for several ycars confirms what 
we have before urged in this paper, of the 
value of orchard grass on a dairy farm, its 
growing through the season, coming for 
ward very early in the spring, and by its 
quantity of fibrous roota, rather improving 
than exhausting the land, when fed or cut 
before it gets old, making excellent pasture 
and hay. D. G. expressed his opinion, 
while his cows on one occasion, had great- 
ly lost condition when fed on pure timothy 
ay, or as he expressed to us, would have 
starved to death, if he had not given them 
something They always thrive and 
do well on orchard grass hay cut young.— 
He sows two bushels to the acre, while 
walking before the wheat drill in the fall 
and sowing it broadcast. This larger quan; 
tity of seed to the acre than usual, he con- 
siders important to prevent it growing in 
tussocks or bunches. We have never ob; 
served finer fall pasture than his orchard 
grass tlelds presented. The usual amount 
of timothy and clover is also sown with the 
orchard grass, but this latter takes entire 
possession after the second season. 

On the farm of 100 acres, about three 
acres ench of rye and corn fodder are sown 
annually, The cutting of rye, which is 
hauled in a hay bed to the bara daily, com: 
mences about the middle of April, some 
three to four weeks before time to turn out 
to pasture, and continues till the middle or 
last of May. ‘The greatly relish it, 
and a large increase of milk immdiately re- 
sults. There are also two other advantages. 
Every farmer knows that a sudden change, 
after a long winter on dry food to fresh 
pusture, (ad libitum), often proves a draw 
back to stock for two or three weeks, till 
they become used ta it. By giving green 
food in the stable, the feeding is more un.

the home re contains only 60 of the 100 
acres, the balance being a mile off, in poor 
condition, and is used to keep his dry cows 
on, His crop of corn Jast season was 400 
bushels from less than six acres. One thing 
mentioned in the management of tho cows 
was uew to us—that after the first frost they 
were inyariably stabled at night. D. G. 
had found that frost grass eaten by the 
cows night and morning tended to dry up 
and decrease the mill, At this we say 
the last of September, their food is always 
given-to them in the stables, and they are 
only allowed the range of the pastures in 
the middle of the day. By this’ plan, in- 
stead of his cows going dry three or four 
months, to the great loss of profit, he man- 
ages to keep them in milk, without excep- 


uninterrupted supply of milk is the essen- 
tial thing in a tite dairy, and D. Garret, 
watching closely any increase or dimuni- 
tion, snd the’cause of it, considers it more 
profitable to keep good lot of cows, when 
once obtained, well up to their milk, than 
to haye them go dry some three or four 
mouths, or as is the practice with some, 
sell to the butcher and buy fresh cows at 
igh prices to keep up ™ certain supply. 
At this season a peck of brewer's grains are 
given to each cow night and morning, 
which is increased to double the quantity 
on the approach of cold weather and 
through the winter. This is occasionally 
changed or mixed with bran, middlings or 
ship-stuff, the whole incorporated with cut 
hay or corn fodder, and moistened in large 
open boxes in the entries between the 
stables, In the cow stables we observed 
directly behind each cow as ale stands in 
the stall, an open trough, eight or ten in- 
ches wide and the same in depth sunk in 
the ground, and calculated to receive all 
the droppings. ‘This deposit is shovelled 
out daily or conducted intg the barn-yard ; 
an urrangement which greatly pipmotee 
cleanliness of the cow and the stall.

The late Battles in Bohemia, 


The 7imes publishes letters from its mili 
tary correspondent at the headquarters of 
the First Prussian army, changing from 
| place to place, the latest date being the 
27th ult, 

The correspondent speaks highly of the 
conduct of the Prussian soldiers on the 
march into Bohemia, Asin the British ser- 
vice, everything that a soldier wishes to 
buy must be scrapulously paid for, and 
there 8 to be no desire among the men 
that it should be otherwise ;, In tact the 
troops arerhuch more plandered than plun- 
derers, The corps too, march magnificent. 
jly, After a wet day and long journey they 
}came up the hill of Reichenberg on the 
24th ult, with ranks closed up, with aa per- 
fect # step a8 on holidéy parade, and went 
swinging slong ns if they could not know 
fatigue; yet they were heavily encumbered, 
for every man carried his knapsack, the 
weight of which telle severely against a 
| soldiers marching, and might, in a country 
© transport iy apparently so plentiful, 
be carried for him, The headquarters at 
Reichenberg were in the Schloss or Castle, 
which stands on a hill, overlooking the 
picturesque town, and commanding a beau- 
ful view of the plains and mountains be- 
yond it 


Un the night of the 25th the Prussian 
advanced posts were pushed forward to the 
tops of the range of hilly which bound the 
valley of Leibnau on the north, and the 
next morning Gen, Von Horne, who with 
the 8th division held the outposts, advanc- 
ed early to occupy Leibenau, As his ad- 
yanced guard entered the village the Aus: 
trian rearguard were discovered tearing up 
the pavement, in order to form a barricade 
across the narrow street through which the 
high road runs, On the approach of the 
advanced guard they retired to a position 
on the hill over which the road to Turnau 
passes south of the village. Here the Aus- 
trians took up position, bot after some 
sharp firing had to retire, making for the 
hills of Dauba, It is evident that the Aus- 
trian commander had not calculated on the 
rapid advance of General Von Horne, as his 
dispositions for the defence of the Lieben: 
au position were quite incomplete. 

On the evening of the 25th Prince Fréd- 
erick Charles'threw a light pontoon bridge 
across the river a little below the broken 
bridge of Turnau, and occupied the town 
with a small force without opposition, 
Horne’s division marched at the same time 
by the country road on the east, occupied 
the illase of Swierzin, and pushed its.ad- 
vanced guard towards Podoll, The Jagars, 
who were leading, got to within three-quar- 
ters of a mile of Podoll bridge before they 
came into collision with the Austnan out- 
posts; but here they found the enemy, and 
& sharp action ensued, for the Austrians 
had six battalions in the village, and meant 
to hold the place and’ cover the passage of 
the river, 

Tt was about eight o'clock, and the dusk 
of the evening Was rapidly closing in, when 
the Jagars ‘first’ folt their enemy. ‘The 
Austrians were defending the first house in 
the village, a large square farm-house with 
windows without glass, but with heavy 
gratings; but after obstinate fighting they 
were borne back to where the cottages of 
the village closed on each side of the road, 
and where the defenders had hastily thrown 
some hewn down willow trees as a barri- 
cade across the way. 


A PIGHT IN A VILLAGE, 


Then the tumult of ‘the fight increased. 
Darkaess had completely closed in, and the 
moon had not yet risen; the Prussians pres- 
sed up to the barricade, the Austrians 
stoutly stood their ground behind it, and 
at three paces; assailants and defenders 
parted their fire into each other's breasts. 
Little could beseen,though the flashes of the 
discharges cast a fitful light over the surg- 
ing makses ; but in the pauses of the firing 
the voices of the officers were heard encour- 
aging their men, and half-stifled shrieks or 
surgling cries told that the bullets were 
truly aimed. This was too seyere to endure. 
The Prussians, firing much more quic 
and in the narrow street, where neither side 
could show their strength, not feeling the 
inferiority of numbers, succeeded in tearing 
away the brtricade, and slowly pressed 
their adversaries back along the village 
street. Yet the Austrians fought bravely, 
and their plans for the defence of the houses 
had been skillfully though hastily made; 
flrom every window muskets flashed ont 
fire, and sent bullets into the thick renks 
of the advancing Prussians, while on each 
balcony behind a wooden barricade Jagars 
crouched to take their deadly aim; but in 
the street the soldiers, huddled together 
and encumbered with clumsy ramrods, 
were unable to load with easé, and could 
return no adequate fire to that of the Prua- 
sians, while these, from the advantage of a 
better arm, poured their quick yolleys into 
an almost defenceless crowd, As the bat- 
tle in the street was pushed inch by inch to 
wards the Iner, the Austrians in every 
house where tho foremost ranka of the 
Prussians passed were soon cut off from 
their retreat and wer? sooner or later made 
prisoners, for the houses of the village do 
not join on to each other, but are detached 
by spaces of a few yards, and there ia no 
communication from one house to another 
except by the open street The whole of 
the Prussian force was now up and extend- 
ing between the houses which the first éom- 
batanta had passed by, cutoff the escape 
of their garrisons, and exchanged shots 
with the defende With shricks and 
shouts, amid the crusling of broken win- 
dows, the heavy sound of falling beams, 
and the) perpetual rattle of the fre-nrma, 
the battle was heayily pressed down tho 
narrow street, and about half-past eleven 
the moon came out clear and full to show 
the Austrian rearmost ranks turning 
viciously to bar the Prussians from the 
bridge. Tho moonlight reflected in the 
stream, told the assailants they were near 
the object of their labour, and showed the 
Austrians that now or never the onomy 
must be hurled back, Both sides throw 
out skirmishors along the river bank, and 
the moon gave thom light to direct their 
aim across the stream; while on the frat 
plank of tho'bridge the Austrians turned 
at bay, and the Proasians paveing some 
short paces from them, the combatants 
gazod at cach other for a low momenta, 
Then they began a flercer fight than ever.

Austrian knipsicks, shakos, clothes and 
arms were scattered about in wild confa, 
sion,“ Deud horses Iny in the ditches by 
the roadside White coats and’ cloaks 
which hac been thrown off in the hurry of 
the fight, lay scatterred along the road; the 
trees which had formed ‘the Austrian bar; 
ricade were still on the side of: the street, 
and held many a bullet, The cottages had 
heen ransacked of theirfarniture, and their 
beams and roof trees~ had been torn down 
to form defences for the doors: and win- 
dows ;;while along the street and upon the 
banks of the river lay objects whioh iy the 
distance looked like bundles of untidy uni- 
forms, but which, on nearer approach, are 
seen to be the bodies of slain soldiers. 
Sometimes they lie in groups of 2 or 3 
twisted together asif they had gripped 
oné another in their mortal agony, and 
sometimes single figures lie on their backs, 
staring with livid countenance and half- 
closed hazy eyes ‘straight up aginst the 
hot morning sun, ‘The dark blue uniform 
with red facings of Prussia and the white 
with light blue of Austria lie side by side, 
bot the numbers of tlié latter much prepon- 
derate, and on ond part of the railway three 
Prussian corpses opposite 19 Austrian farm 
4 grisly trophy of the superiority of the 
needle gun. 

Throughout these interesting lettera the 
correspondent stops repeatedly to note the 
deadly effect of the needle gun, At the 
fight at the farm house the Prussian rifle- 
men had fired about three times before the 
Austrians, armed only with muzzle-loading 
rifles were able to reply.

still takes effect, though often low, and a 
proof of this is that very many of the Aus- 
trian prisoners are wounded in the legs,

‘THE SICK BRARERS, 


The sick-bearers, one of the most usefal 
corps which any army posseses,were at work 
from the very beginning of the action, As 
the Combatants passed on these noble mind- 
ed men, regardless of the bullets and care- 
leas of personal danger, removed with equal 
hand both: friend ind foe who were lefe 
writhing on the road and carried them to 
the rear, where thé medical officer seemed 
tomake no distinction in their care for 
both Austrian and Prussian, Not only was 
it those wlioso special duty is the care of 
the wounded who alone were doing, their 
best to ease the suffering of those who had 
suffered in the combat; soldiers not on duty 
might be seen carrying water for the pris- 
oners of both sides alike, and gladly afford 
ing any comfort which it was in their pow- 
er to give to those who overnight had beén 
firing against thuir own hearts! | Nor is 
this wonderful, for after the flash of the 
battle ix over, and the din of the musketry 
has died away, the men of this army can- 
not forget that one common language links 
them to their adversaries, and + that, after 
all, it is’ probably German blood which, 
flowing from an Austrian, trickles over the 
white livery of Hapsbarg.
